By the time he reached the trad- 
Ing post the stock had sold at 68, and he 
offered his stock at that price without 
eliciting any higher bid than 68, Un- 
willing to Bell at such a sacrifice he de- 
termined to waiO a little and turned to 
execute an order in another stock in an 
adjacent "crowd." Returning almost 
directly to the General Electric post, he 
beard somebody bidding "nine for a 
hundred." He disposed of his 600 shares 
at "nine" and was astonished to learn 
that he-was selling them at 69 instead, 
us he supposed, at 59, and the stock kept 
on jumping until it crossed 80.—ETtfw 
York Herald.

Metal—He Denounces State Wildcat 
Cnrrcncj aiid Upholds Free Coinage. 
Hon. A. W. Thurman, son of the dead 


Ohio statesman, Hon Allen G. Thurman, 
who is known to have been for years an 
uncompromising advocate of free coin- 
aee, was interviewed 
by the State 


f'jiu-nal at his home in Ohio and asked 
if he did not now believe that the 
absolute repeal of the Sherman law 
would again restore confidence and 
business prosperity. In reply he said: 


"The first result of the absolute 


repeal of the Sherman law may be for 
a short time to again fool the business 
men of the country by making them 
think they will have better times. Six 
months, however, will dispel their de- 
lusion. This depression in business, 
you know, has existed, with but one or 
two interruptions for the last twenty 
years. At one or two periods during 
this time we have had what is called a 
boom and all hoped the good times 
would continue, but alafe, never yet 
have these hopes been realized, for in 
a short time prices again began to de- 
cline. There is a striking fact, too, in 
connection with these little booms, as I 
may call them, which is that each 
time they occur they do so at more 
distant periods, continue for a shorter 
time than the one preceding, and the 
decline, when it comes, falls to a point 
below that which it has ever reached 
before. During 1892 we saw one of 
these years of better times. Certainly 
the indications are that we are now fast 
following the same beaten path, for 
prices have in nearly all lines reached 
d, lower level than ever before." 


" Why has this been so? " 


GOLD THE CAUSE. 


" Business men are continually ask- 
ng each other that question. And in 
heir ignorance attribute it to almost 
ivery cause but the right one. Over- 
>roduction caused by improved ma- 
chinery (therefore the world should 
adhere to old tools), competition, and 
now, parrot-like, they are repeating the 
'e&sons given by those who say that 
gold alone should be the standard; 
hat it is the loss of confidence caused 
by the Sherman law and the use of a 
dishonest dollar.' If they will stop 
and thoroughly investigate they will 
find that the true reason is because 
this single standard gold by which they 
are now compelled by governments to 
measure all the commodities which 
;hey produce and in which they deal, 
has been month after month and year 
after year appreciating in value, and as 
long as this continues he who buys to 
sell in the future or enters into any 
kind of industrial pursuit which takes 
time to develop, I care not what dili- 
gence, what energy, what skill, wha' 
forethought he employs he will not be 
rewarded for his labor as he should be 
;f in the end he is repaid at all. 


THEY MEASOEE IN GOLD. 


"What industrial enterprises need 


more than anything else in the worlc 
is stability in the measure, what is 
called the standard of value. Business 
men seem to think that this can only 
vary one way, that is depreciate. They 
must learn that there is ten times more 
danger to them when it is appreciating 
Silver, upon which they now blame 
everything, is not the standard by 
which they are compelled to measure 
their products, but gold. Why not 
then examine carefully concerning ii 
before 3timping to conclusions? If 
they do they will find that, in all the 
countries where gold has been used as 
the single standard that there has been 
a continual shrinkage in. the value o 
nil products ever since 1873. If im 
proved methods, causing over produc 
tion, caused this, it is a strange fac' 
that the beginning occurred simul 
taneously with the demonetization o 
silver and has continued ever since 
There were continual improvement 
being made hi all methods of produo 
tion prior to 1873, yet prices did no 
steadily decline, but on the contrary 
steadily advanced. 
How could the 


same cause produce exactly opposite 
results? " 


" You object then to low prices?" 


A STEADY DECLINE. 


" No, it is not low prices to whia 


the silver men object, but as Pro! 
Andrews said at the Brussels confer 
ence, it is the ' continual, continual fal 
that is the accursed thing.' 
Ther 


seems to be no bottom, and when 
the fall to cease? The gold news 
papers have been for years telling pro- 
ducers that they would soon realize 
better prices, and these same produc- 
ers, in face of the fact that they seen 
each year further decline, seem to have 
believed them. 
Why they haven't 


learned in all this time that industrial 
enterprises cannot be carried on upon 
a continually falling market without 
the destruction of all profits and there- 
fore a general winding up in bank- 
ruptcy, I do not understand. It always 
has been so, and unless these gold men 
can change natural laws by acts of 
congress it always will be so." 


" What was your banking scheme?" 


WANTS TO USE SILVER. 


"It was to use silver dollars for a 


basis, but the moneyed interests mil 
never agree to that unless they are 
forced to by the people. No, after they 
succeed in repealing the Sherman law

"You then object to -national banks?" 
" No, I do not. So far it is the best 
ystem of banking we ever had. I 
would much prefer, though, to have 
hem issue their notes on real money 
gold and silver, than on government 
>ond». I am simply a hard money man 
against paper money based on nothing. 
State banks I Oh, they would simply 
>e an abomination in the sight of the 
iord." 
"Do you think, by the repeal of the 


Sherman law, that we could force Eng- 
.and into an international agreement? " 


" I haven't any faith in an interna- 


tional agreement being brought about 
'or years to come, and I believe, too, 
hat the United States is big enough 
and strong enough to settle this ques- 
iion by herself, if we only had the 
courage to do it.

jress would repeal our accursed navi- 
gation laws: let Americans buy ships 
wherever they can buy them the cheap- 
est; make tariff duties on all the pro- 
ducts of silver-using countries as low 
as possible, at the same time receive 
their silver at the old ratio, and will 
tiave entered the course that will bring 
not only England to her knees (ex- 
amine how she has already suffered by 
India's inroads into her commerce of 
the East), but prosperity to this coun- 
try for years to come."

Cremation and Disease. 


In the efforts to prevent the spread of 


infections diseases there is no drawback 
so difficult to overcomo as the burial of 
the dead in the ground. The microbes 
of disease are very tenacious of life, and 
they will remain -with the dead for a 
period of 100 years. 
The microbes may 


die, but their spores or seeds have the 
vitality to live, and upon, coming into 
favorable surroundings they will quick- 
ly develop. In digging up old burial 
places, scarlet fever, diphtheria and 
smallpox have been let loose BO that epi- 
demics followed. In Quebec a smallpox 
epidemic followed the digging up a cem- 
etery where the people had been buried 
for over 100 years. Similarly in England 
a scarlet fever epideSic followed the re- 
moval of dead bodies from a country 
parish churchyard. 


But occasionally epidemics seem to 


break out in the neighborhood of cem- 
eteries without any apparent cause Dar- 
win, however, showed 20 years ago that 
earthworms completely turned over the 
soil of every part of the earth in a given 
time, and now Pasteur comes out with 
positive proof that the earthworms 
bring up disease germs and microbes 
from dead bodies buried several feet be- 
low the surface. Those who die from 
infectious diseases are not only menaces 
to their friends while they are sick, but 
their dead bodies are constant dangers,, 
to the public health.—Yankee Blade.

The 
great difficulty was to press the blocks 
until the graphite was hard enough to 
use, and for many years every effort in 
this direction was defeated by the crum- 
bly nature of the material. Finally a 
device waa employed that exhausted the 
air, after which the blocks were again 
pressed, and when this was done the ma- 
terial waa found to be as hard as when 
taken from the quarry. But thousands 
upon thousands of dollars were spent in 
experiments before the result waa reach- 
ed,—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
